From W ith in O utw ard:— • 
Tho this is written two weeks in 
ad­ 
vance of election day, yet the various

be true that thievery and wrong doing 
exist in public office it, means that we 
who boast of our freedom 
and

pendence are .ourselves to oiame. and 
are ourselves certainly not fit to gov­ 
ern and certainly, at the same time, 
are cot wise enough to criticite. 
I do 
believe in

W h ile the interstate 
commerce lawe are definite as tu the 
freight rates under certain condition» 
they allow a broad latitude in cases 
where roads have to compete for trade 
with p arallel lines of water travel 
The roads that have to compote with 
navigable water-ways for the handlin 
of freight, do so 
and thus, while the 
roads retain the trafie. except in the 
case the heavier, coarser classes of 
freight, 
the canals make the rates 
This fact is what we wish to apply to 
the Rock Riv e r country. 
Freig h t that 
is carried to Dubuque or to M inneapo­ 
lis for eight cents per 100 pouuds, costs 
at Dixon or Rockford eighteen cents. 
A t the present time there is only four 
miles of the Hem epin canal open to 
trafic. but along 
that route it has a l­ 
ready reduced the price of coal from 
fourteen cents to ten cents per bushel 
A t Peoria. on the Illin ois river, while 
navigation is open the railroad-* cut 
their rates squarely in two.
